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ABSTRACT 


This paper deals with the general flonstic account of Pravarasangam area, Maharashtra State 
A brief description of the grassland m the moist river banks and the scrub junale in the dnl 
plains is given. 150 species belonging to 118 genera and 35 families are enumerated out of 
which Grammeae, Papilionaceae, Compositae and Amaranthaceae are the dominant dnes 


AREA 

Pravarasangam is a village situated at the point of 
junction of two rivers Pravara and Godavari in the 
Nevasa taluka of Ahmednagar district in the present 
Maharashtra State, about 150 miles north-east of Poona 
on the Poona-Aurangabad road. There is no previous 
record of Botanical collections from this area though 
Charles Lush, Graham, Dalzell and Gibson, Cooke, 
Blatter and McCann, Santapau and others have made 
intensive collections and studies from other parts of the 
former Bombay Presidency. The present work deals with 
the observations made by the authors during the bota¬ 
nical study tour undertaken to this area in November, 
1960. A few interesting areas in the vicinity of the river 
banks such as Mukteswar, Kaigaon, Toka and Khedla 
kajli; and in the interior plains Mukundpur and Makta- 
pur were studied. These areas lie between 19°30' and 
19°38 / N. latitude, and 74°57' and 75°4'E. longitude. 
There are vast areas of cultivated fields on the banks 
of the rivers, the main crops being pulses, oil seeds and 
cotton. Most of the areas in the plains are left fallow 
for want of proper irrigational facilities. The elevation 
of these areas is within 650-700 metres above sea level. 


GEOLOGY AND SOIL 

The soil in the river banks and the neighbourhood is 
occupied by pliocene or pleistocene gravels, shales and 
clays having high calcium and phosphorus contents. In 
the plains, the soil consists of horizontal beds of basalt 
belonging to the Deccan Trap series. The plain has a 
slight slope northwards towards the Godavari river and 
therefore during heavy rains the water rushes with great 
violence from the higher areas of the plains causing 
severe erosion. 

CLIMATE 

The main source of rainfall is from south-west mon¬ 
soon which sets in about the middle of June and conti¬ 
nues upto the close of October, the average annual 
rainfall is only 55 to 60 cms. Temperature shows great

variation from 16°C to 35°C in different parts of the 
year. 


VEGETATION 

The vegetation of the area under study can be mainly 
classified into two types— 

1* Tall grassland along the banks of the river 

2. Scrub jungle in the plains 
1. Grassland along the banks of the river : 

Grassland covers a large area along the moist river 
banks. This area is dominated by species of tall grasses 
like Themeda triandra, Heteropogon contortus, Apluda 
mutica , Anstida funiculata, Bothriochloa pertusa, Chlo- 
ris vwg a t a > Qichanthium annulatum, Eragrostis*ciliaris 
and Eragrostis tenella . In addition to these there are also 
herbaceous undergrowth of weeds like Smithia sensitiva- 
tiaveria contrayerba, Cacsulia axillaris, Eclipta pros- 
trata, Catharanthus pusillus, Bacopa monnieri, Alter - 
nanthera sessilis, Exacum pumijum, Commelina bengha- 
.ensis , Commelina forskalaei, Polygonum glabrum , 
Striga euphrasioides and Sopubia delphinifolia. 

In the swampy beds of the river there is an abundant 
growth of sedges like Bulbostylis capillaris, Cyperus 
eleusinoides, Cyperus globosus , Fimbristylis complanata , 
Fimbristylis ferruginea, and Cyperus rotundus. 

Sesbama bispinosa is the common shrub growing 
among grasses in the moist areas. 

2. Scrub jungle in the plains: 

The vegetation in the dry plains is typically of the 
scrub jungle type. There are vast areas of barren lands 
left among cultivated fields where scrub jungles are seen. 
The dominant species in this association are Capparis 
decidua , Balanites aegyptiaca , Euphorbia tiracalli, Par- 
kinsonia aculeata, Zizyphus mauritiana and Acacia 
arabica. The thorny straggler Caesalpinia bonduc is 
abundant and is found straggling on several of these 
plants, uther dominant climbers are Cryptostegia 
grandiflora, Pentatropis spiralis , Cocculus hirsutus and 
Rhynchosia minima . 

The common weeds in these areas are Polygala 
chinensis, Poly gala erioptera, Sida spinosa, Sida veroni- 
caefolia, Corchorus olitorlus, Tribulus ferrestris, Alysl* 
carpus rugosus, Tephrosia purpurea, Borreria hispida , 
Oldenlandia aspera, A canthospermum hispidum, Gonkh 
caulon glabrum, Lagascea mollis, Volutarella ramosa\ 
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Xanthium strummarium, Trichodesma indicum, Sola¬ 
tium surattense, Dipteracanthus patulus, Lepidagathis 
cristata, Chrozophora prostrata, Amaranthus spinosus, 
Leucas lavendulaefolia and Alternanthera re pens. 

The common grasses in the dry areas are Cynodon 
dactylon, Dactyloctenium aegyptium, lseilema prostra¬ 
tum, Setaria glauca and Pennisetum typhoides. 

Medicinal plants like Argemone mexicana, Cardio- 
spermum halicacabum, Lavendula bipinnata and Arts- 
tolochia bracteata are commonly seen mixed with the 
other weeds. 

The common cultivated crop plants are Vigna 
sinensis, Cyamopsis tetragonolobus, Gossypium herba- 
ceum, Hibiscus cannabinus and Ricinus communis. 

150 species belonging to 118 genera and 35 families 
are listed out of which Gramineae, Papilionaceae, Com- 
positae, Amaranthaceae and Acanthaceae are in that 
order the dominant ones. The collections were made 
from 2nd to 5th November, 1960. The collection 
numbers indicated are all that of S. R. Rolla. The speci¬ 
mens are deposited in the herbarium of the Botanical 
Survey of India, Western Circle, Poona. In the Enumera¬ 
tion that follows every attempt has been made to make 
the nomenclature up to date.
